A RESOLUTION RATIFYING 
AND APPROVING RESOLUTION 

OF THE FORT 
WAYNE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
WORKS. 

WHEREAS, the Allen County-Fort Wayne Historical 
Society (Society) is a not-for-profit organization which 
until recently operated a living history museum located 
in a reproduction of Fort Wayne's namesake garrison (Old 
Fort), and for such purposes owned land (Real Estate) 
along the St. Marys River and on the east side of Spy Run 
Avenue, which Real Estate is more particularly described 
in the attached Exhibit A; and 

WHEREAS, the Society has approached the City of Fort 
Wayne (City) offering to donate the Real Estate to the 
City, if, in consideration thereof, the City were willing 
to assume responsibility for the debt currently 
associated with the Real Estate, said debt being 
approximately $29,000; and 

WHEREAS, the City desires to the Real Estate for the 
purpose of flood control and the eventual use of parts 
thereof for a public park to be known as Headwaters Park, 
capital improvements to its water filtration facility, 
and such other public uses as may be deemed appropriate; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Works, acting as the City's 
acquisition agency, has entered into agreement with the 
Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission, thereby appointing 
the Redevelopment Commission as the Board's agent for the 
negotiation for and acquisition of said Real Estate, 
procuring environmental site assessment services, title 
work, and other functions in aid of acquisition; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to said Agreement, the 
Redevelopment Commission has made a recommendation to the 


Board of Works for the acquisition of the Real Estate; 


and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Works has adopted Resolution 

approving the acquisition of the Real Estate, 

and establishing the cost of the acquisition as an amount 

not to exceed the $29,000 debt outstanding against the 
Real Estate; and 

WHEREAS, the Redevelopment Commission is endeavoring 
to have the debt reduced or forgiven entirely. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Indiana Code 36-1-10.5-5 et 
seq., the Redevelopment Commission may not proceed with 
the acquisition process on behalf of the Board of Works 
until the approval of Resolution by this Common 
Council; and 

WHEREAS, this Common Council has reviewed said 


Resolution and desires to approve same; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 


OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA:

("OLD FORT" AND RELATED LAND HOLDINGS) 


Whereas, the Allen County-Fort Wayne Historical Society (Society) is a not-for-profit 
organization which until recently operated a "living history" museum located in a reproduction 
of Fort Wayne’s original garrison (Old Fort), and for such purposes owned land (Real Estate) 
along the St. Marys River and on the east side of Spy Run Avenue, which Real Estate is 
described in the attached Exhibit A; and 


Whereas, faced with a steep decline in patronage and burdensome operating costs, the 
Society decided in late 1993 to close the Old Fort; and 


Whereas, the Society has approached the City of Fort Wayne offering to donate the Real 
Estate to the City, if, in exchange, the City were willing to assume the debt currently associated 
with the property; and 


Whereas, the City of Fort Wayne desires to acquire the Real Estate for the purpose of flood 
control and the eventual use of parts thereof for a park, capital improvements to its water 


treatment facility, and various other public uses as may be deemed appropriate; and 


Whereas, the Board of Public Works is the purchasing agent pursuant to I.C. 36-1-1.5-3 for 
the purpose of effecting said acquisition; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Public Works has employed the Redevelopment Commission 
(Commission) as its agent in the negotiation for and acquisition of said Real Estate, 
environmental survey, title work and other functions in aid of acquisition; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission has retained two independent state licensed MAI appraisers 
for the purpose of determining the market value of the Real Estate, and said appraisers have 
determined that the value of the Real Estate exceeds the amount of the debt against it; and 


WHEREAS, the Commission is endeavoring to have the debt against the Real Estate reduced 
or forgiven entirely. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Fort Wayne Board of Public Works that: 
l. The Real Estate herein identified is approved for acquisition. 


= The City’s cost to acquire said Real Estate is hereby established as an amount not 
to exceed the debt outstanding against the property, which amount is $29,000.

EAST 


BACKGROUND 


The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission, acting as the agent for 
the Board of Public Works, seeks the Common Council's approval for 
the acquisition of the Old Fort and associated land holdings. On 
Wednesday, November 23, 1994, the Board will adopt a resolution 
approving the acquisition. 


The Allen County-Fort Wayne Historical Society, owner of the 
property, ceased operation of its living history museum in the fall 
of 1993. The Society has approached the City offering to donate 
the real estate to the City, if, in consideration thereof, the City 
were willing to take responsibility for $29,000 indebtedness 
connected with the land. The Redevelopment Commission is now 
attempting to have reduced or forgiven altogether. 


Future use of the property is projected to include flood control, 
park construction in association with Headwaters Park, and possible 
capital improvements to the City’s water treatment facility. 
Presently, Bob Arnold, Parks and Recreation Director, is preparing 
to issue a request for proposals in an effort to solicit ideas for 
the re-use of the property. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


The proposed resolution approves, ratifies, and confirms the Board 
of Works resolution approving the acquisition of the Old Fort and 
associated land holdings. The real estate is more particularly 
described in Exhibit A to the Common Council resolution, and is 
highlighted on the attached map. 


RECOMMENDATION 


I recommend that Council adopt the attached resolution, approving 
the acquisition of the Old Fort and associated land holdings. 
Passage will enable the City to control the future use of this 
property for the public’s benefit.
